Tech-Prep  consortia  consist  of  representatives  from  faculty 
and  staff  of  school  districts  and  postsecondary  institutions  and 
employers  from  both  the  private  and  public  sector.   The  objective 
of  these  consortia  is  to  establish  a  variety  of  programs  whereby 
high  school  students  may  opt  for  technical  or  vocational  training 
in  a  specific  job  area  beginning  in  the  junior  year  of  high 
school  and  completing  this  program  after  two  full  years  in 
community  college. 

The  program  components  of  a  tech-prep  program  consist  of 
fully  articulated  curriculum  in  a  specific  occupational  area 
between  a  high  school  and  a  community  college;  academic  support; 
career  guidance  and  placement;  recruitment;  and  program 
evaluation. 

Faculty  from  the  Biology  and  Chemistry  Departments  of  City 
College  of  San  Francisco  have  initiated  the  establishment  of  a 
San  Francisco  Biotechnology  Consortium;  the  Consortium  has 
already  received  a  $30,000  planning  grant  from  the  State 
Chancellor's  Office  to  develop  a  tech-prep  biotechnology  program 
between  CCSF  and  various  high  schools  in  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  including  Mission,  Lowell  and  Balboa. 

The  total  for  the  1993/94  grant  is  $57,625.   City  College  is 
the  fiscal  agent.   CCSF  will  receive  $2,075  for  indirect  support 
charges.

City  College  will  provide  in-kind  support  for  the  grant 
project.   SFUSD  will  also  provide  release  time  and  supervisory 
support  for  curriculum  development.   The  1993/94  grant  will  be 
used  for  additional  curriculum  development  in  the  high  schools,  a 
project  director  for  the  consortium,  clerical  support  and  faculty 
travel.   The  Consortium's  biotechnology  employer  members  are  also 
committed  to  allocating  resources  to  this  joint  effort. 

The  need  for  this  program  is  strong,  since  the  public  high 
school  dropout  rate  for  San  Francisco's  underrepresented  students 
is  near  25%.   The  targeted  student  population  for  this  program 
will  be  the  underrepresented  students  who  traditionally  are  not 
recruited  to  science  or  technology  programs.   Students  from  SFUSD 
high  schools  will  also  be  recruited  to  help  the  Consortium  plan 
and  evaluate  the  implementation  of  this  program. 

Findings  from  a  recent  study  sponsored  by  the  Bay  Area 
Council  and  the  Bioscience  Center  regarding  the  growth  of 
region's  biotechnology  industry  project  50,000  new  jobs  during 
the  next  ten  years,  many  of  them  at  the  technical  and  production 
level.   Biotechnology  employers  are  very  interested  in  hiring 
entry  level  technicians  and  providing  continuing  support  for 
these  workers  to  complete  a  baccalaureate  while  employed  by  the 
firm.   The  SF  Biotechnology  Consortium  will  also  be  planning  on  a 
program  to  provide  bridges  between  these  technical  level 
employees  and  the  SFSU  Genetic  Engineering  program. 

City  College  is  also  a  member  of  a  new  regional  consortium 
of  community  college  biotechnology  programs.   The  regional 
consortium  intends  to  survey  the  300  plus  biotechnology  firms  in 
the  Bay  Area  to  investigate  the  workforce  needs  of  the  industry.

The  Internet  system  is  an  extensive,  high-speed 
communication  network  developed  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Defense 
for  research  and  education.   It  is  a  composite  of  regional 
networks  and  allows  communications  across  the  country  and  around 
the  world.   Many  colleges,  universities,  research  institutions, 
government  agencies  as  well  as  commercial  organizations  are 
connected  to  the  Internet.   In  general  this  global  communications 
is  available  through  the  Internet  at  the  price  of  a  local  phone 
call. 

In  June  1993,  the  District  received  $10,000  that 
was  included  in  the  1992-93  second  principle  apportionment  to 
implement  electronic  mail  services  via  Internet  by  December  31, 
1993.   By  the  Spring  1994  semester,  the  CCSF  Library  will  need 
Internet  access  in  order  to  receive  maintenance  and  support  for 
the  Dynix  system  at  a  reduced  cost.   During  the  Spring  1993 
semester,  an  Internet  Subcommittee  of  the  Computer  Policy 
Committee  was  formed  and  a  recommendation  was  made  that  the 
District,  as  part  of  the  current  MIS  Project,  provide  Internet 
access  to  faculty  and  staff. 

The  ITS  Department  staff  have  researched  the  most 
cost  effective  means  of  acquiring  Internet  access  which  will  meet 
instructional  needs.   The  CSUnet  was  found  to  be  the  only 
provider  of  a  turnkey  service,  which  includes  subscription  to  the 
Internet,  the  necessary  networking  and  communications  equipment, 
consulting,  maintenance  and  support,  and  a  data  communications 
circuit  between  City  College  and  the  nearest  CSU  site.   CSUnet  is 
entirely  funded  and  operated  by  the  Network  Technology  Group  of 
the  Information  Resources  and  Technology  unit  with  the  State 
Office  of  the  Chancellor  for  CSU.   The  statewide  network  is 
provided  to  CSU  campuses  without  cost  and  to  other  educational 
institutions  within  California  for  the  basic  cost  of  providing 
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the  connection.   Currently,  there  are  six  California  community 
colleges  as  well  as  the  Community  Colleges  State  Chancellor's 
Office  subscribing  to  CSUnet.

consortium  to  jointly  revitalize  instruction  in  calculus  by 
adapting  the  Harvard  Calculus  Curriculum  to  standards  of  rigor  and 
topic  inclusion  demanded  by  their  faculty  in  mathematics,  science 
and  engineering. 

Faculty  from  each  institution  will  jointly  develop  the 
curriculum  which  will  incorporate  instructional  methods  and 
strategies  that  have  proven  to  be  effective  in  increasing  the 
success  rate  of  calculus  students.  The  results  will  be  published 
in  a  calculus  reform  handbook. 

The  respective  mathematics  departments  intend  to 
institutionalize  the  developed  reform  curriculum  in  all  calculus 
classes  at  the  four  institutions.  In  addition,  the  core  group  will 
develop  a  preparation  program  for  mathematics  faculty  who  have  not 
participate  in  the  curriculum  development  effort. 

During  the  third  year  of  funding,  the  four  institutions  will 
join  with  the  California  Calculus  Consortium  to  sponsor  a 
dissemination  conference  which  will  be  telecast  for  mathematics 
faculty  from  California's  107  community  colleges  and  20  state 
universities.

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In  effect  CDT  is  offering  a  15%  commission  rate  plus  the  required  $15,000 
microform  reader  for  the  library.  West  Coast,  Inc.  presented  a  less  than 
desirable  proposal  with  a  few  of  the  questions  unanswered. 

CDT  has  extensive  experience  in  the  Bay  Area  and  has  numerous  references 
who  speak  highly  of  the  company's  ability  to  place  high  quality  equipment  and  to 
quickly  service  machines.  CDT  proposed  15%  commission  on  debit  cards  and  coin 
operations  and  offered  to  provide  an  additional  Microform  reader/printer  for  the 
library.

OPENING  PROPOSALS 

SUBMITTED  JOINTLY  BY  AFT  LOCAL  2121 

AND  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 

November  18,  1993 


AFT  Local  2121  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  have  a  long  history 
of  negotiations,  dating  back  to  1978.  All  negotiations  prior  to  1991  between  AFT  Local 
2121  and  the  Community  College  District  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  "traditional" 
negotiations  rules  and  procedures.  These  rules  and  procedures  include  the  submission 
by  each  party  of  a  specific  "position"  on  each  issue  in  dispute  and  lengthy  discussion  at 
the  negotiations  table  of  each  party's  justification  for  its  position. 

AFT  Local  2121  and  District  representatives  decided  in  late  1989  to  search  for  a  more 
effective  system  of  negotiations.  AFT  and  District  representatives  participated  in 
comprehensive  training  in  a  system  of  "interest-based"  negotiations  offered  by  the  State 
Public  Employment  Relations  Board  (PERB)  in  Spring  of  1990.  This  decision  was 
motivated  by  dissatisfaction  with  the  old  manner  of  doing  business,  as  well  as  a 
recognition  that  the  parties'  approach  to  negotiations  needed  to  be  significantly  modified 
in  light  of  the  principle  of  shared  governance.  Chancellor  Dobelle's  influence  and  the 
direction  he  charted  for  the  District  upon  his  arrival  in  November  of  1990  provided  the  final 
and  most  important  impetus  for  change. 

Interest-based  negotiations  in  1991-92  resulted  in  agreement  on  (1)  principles  underlying 
"pro-rata  pay  for  part-timers",  (2)  institution  of  initial  pro-rata  pay  schedules,  (3) 
reaffirmation  of  the  goal  of  raising  faculty  salaries  to  above  the  median  of  the  ten  Bay  Area 
community  college  districts,  (4)  refining  the  basis  by  which  faculty  compensation  will  be 
compared  to  those  other  districts  and  the  connection  between  compensation  levels  and 
efficiency  issues  like  load  and  class  size,  and  (5)  agreement  on  due  process  protections 
for  faculty  related  to  student  complaints. 

The  1992-93  negotiations,  which  occurred  in  the  midst  of  the  worst  fiscal  crisis  in  twenty 
years,  resulted  in  mutual  agreement  on  (1)  postponing  for  one  semester  previously- 
scheduled  compensation  increases,  (2)  an  innovative  part-time  re-hire  preference 
provision  based  on  length  of  service  and  educational  considerations,  and  (3)  cost-saving 
adjustments  including  voluntary  sabbatical  deferrals,  load  and  class  size  changes  and  an 
early  retirement  incentive.  The  overall  agreement  was  predicated  on  using  all  possible 
savings  to  maintain  the  educational  program  of  the  College. 

The  parties  accordingly  have  resolved  to  continue  to  conduct  their  reopener  negotiations 
pursuant  to  "interest-based"  negotiations.  Rather  than  coming  to  the  table  with  discrete 
proposals  that  are  in  opposition,  the  parties  instead  present  this  jointly  drafted  document.

PROCESS 

The  parties  will  be  discussing  the  above  issues  in  light  of  their  respective  interests.  They 
will  jointly  develop  and  share  information,  and  will  take  part  in  an  open,  good  faith 
dialogue  geared  toward  identifying  options  and  mutually  acceptable  solutions. 

This  joint  proposal  is  symbolic  of  the  manner  in  which  the  parties  intend  to  pursue  and 
resolve  the  issues  which  confront  them.  While  the  parties  do  not  expect  that  the  process 
will  be  brief  or  easy,  they  do  expect  that  it  will  make  negotiations  as  efficient,  substantive 
and  non-combative  as  possible,  and  that  it  will  complement  the  character  of  shared 
governance  upon  which  District  operations  are  based.

President  and  Members: 

The  Associated  Students  and  administration  have  met  to 
discuss  the  parking  privilege  provided  to  students  who  join  the 
Associated  Students.   With  the  limited  parking  available  and  the 
difficulty  in  communicating  the  privilege  to  students  who 
register  by  telephone,  it  was  jointly  decided  that  the  parking 
privilege  should  be  separated  from  the  other  benefits  of  A.  S. 
membership.   There  were,  however,  A.  S.  budget  considerations 
that  had  to  be  reviewed  so  that  the  A.  S.  budget  would  be 
protected  by  the  District  over  the  next  seven  semesters .   A  plan 
has  been  developed  with  timetables  and  commitments,  which  are 
described  in  the  separate  Special  Report  to  the  Board. 

The  intent  of  this  resolution  and  the  special  report  is 
to  have  the  Associated  Students  develop  a  stable  source  of  self- 
supporting  income  over  a  period  of  several  semesters.   At  the 
same  time,  the  intent  is  to  protect  the  integrity  of  the  programs 
and  services  offered  by  the  Associated  Students. 

The  proposed  fees  will  not  affect  the  parking 
privileges  of  faculty  and  staff. 

For  students  on  financial  aid,  the  parking  fee  will  be 
$20  per  semester  and  $10  per  intersession.   For  students  who 
attend  part  time,  particularly,  in  the  evening,  the  students  may 
prefer  to  pay  the  optional  $1  per  day  parking  fee. 

The  appropriate  sections  of  the  Education  Code  that 
authorize  parking  fees  are  as  follows: 

"Education  Code  Section  72247  authorizes  districts 
to  require  students  (and  employees)  to  pay  a  fee  of 
up  to  $40  per  semester  ($20  per  intersession)  for 
parking.  .  .  For  students  receiving  financial 
assistance,  the  maximum  is  $20  per  semester.  .  .The 
fee  is  only  charged  of  those  who  use  the  service." 

Although  there  are  no  specific  regulations  that  are 
related  to  Associated  Student  membership  or  activities  dues,  the 
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Associated  Students  is  reducing  the  membership  fees  from  $10  to 
$5  to  help  increase  membership  and  participation  in  the 
Associated  Students.

Amending  Evaluation  Procedures 
for  Administrators 

President  and  Members: 

On  March  30,  1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  adopted  administrative  evaluation  procedures  by  adopting  Resolution  No. 
920330-S2.  These  procedures  were  subsequently  amended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on 
October  22,  1992  via  resolution  921022-S3. 

This  resolution  would  further  amend  the  District's  evaluation  procedures  for 
administrators  as  specified  in  Appendix  A,  "Revised  Administrative  Evaluation 
Procedures".  Specifically,  evaluation  committees  would  be  reduced  in  size  from  nine  to 
four,  with  the  immediate  supervisor  of  the  evaluatee  generally  serving  as  the  chair  of  the 
committee.  The  remaining  members  of  each  committee  would  always  include  at  least 
one  representative  each  from  the  faculty  and  classified  segments  of  the  District 
community,  with  the  fourth  member  determined  by  either  the  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Administration  and  Finance,  the  Provost,  or  the  Chancellor,  depending  on  whom  the 
evaluatee  reports  to.  In  addition,  while  evaluation  committees  could  continue  to  collect 
information  confidentially,  only  information  that  is  independently  verified  by  the  committee 
could  become  part  of  an  administrator's  formal  evaluation.  This  is  a  change  from  current 
practice  and  would  mean  that  unverified  anonymous  comments  could  not  be  included  in 
an  administrator's  formal  evaluation;  however  any  substantiated  complaints  against  an 
administrator  would  be  included  in  the  formal  evaluation. 

This  resolution  also  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  Chancellor  to  review 
drafts  of  evaluations,  at  which  point  the  Chancellor  could  direct  the  evaluation  committee 
to  conduct  additional  work.  This  role  would  be  performed  by  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees'  Personnel  Committee  for  those  positions  that  report  directly  to  the  Chancellor. 
In  addition,  this  resolution  would  require  the  immediate  supervisor  of  a  new  administrator 
to  conduct  a  one-to-one  evaluation  conference  with  the  new  administrator,  six  months 
after  the  new  administrator  starts  work.  Finally,  this  resolution  also  provides  for  multi-year 
appointments  for  administrators  who  receive  satisfactory  evaluations,  Specifically,  a  new 
administrator  would  still  receive  a  one  year  appointment,  but  if  that  administrator  received 
a  satisfactory  evaluation  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  he/she  would  then  receive  a  two-year 
appointment.  If  the  administrator's  next  evaluation  is  also  satisfactory,  he/she  would  then 
receive  a  three-year  appointment.  Current  procedures  related  to  unsatisfactory 
evaluations  would  not  change.

Associated  Students  of  City  College  currently  receives  revenue  from  eight 
pay-for-use  photocopiers  around  the  District  through  a  contract  that  has 
completed  its  term.  The  library  has  one  pay-for-use  microform  reader/printer  and 
is  in  need  of  another.  Information  Technology  Services  seeks  to  pilot  pay-for- 
use  laser  printers  in  some  of  the  Phelan  Campus  student  computer  labs  to  augment 
the  free  dot  matrix  printers  currently  available.  Staff  from  ITS,  the  Library 
and  Administrative  Services  prepared  a  single  RFP  to  address  the  increased  needs 
for  the  pay-for-use  photocopiers,  an  additional  microform  reader/printer  for  the 
library  and  laser  printers  for  Phelan  Campus  student  computer  labs.

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In  effect  AVS  is  offering  a  16%  commission  rate  on  cash  copies  and  an  11% 
commission  rate  on  debit  card  sales  plus  the  required  $15,000  microform  reader 
for  the  library.  West  Coast,  Inc.  presented  a  less  than  desirable  proposal  with 
a  few  of  the  questions  unanswered.  CDT  presented  a  good  bid,  but  the  equipment 
offered  was  refurbished  and  there  were  questions  about  the  20  amp  equipment  they 
proposed  and  whether  our  old  buildings  might  require  electrical  modifications  in 
order  to  run  the  equipment . 

AVS  has  extensive  experience  in  the  Bay  Area  and  has  numerous  references 
who  speak  highly  of  the  company's  ability  to  place  high  quality  equipment  and  to 
quickly  service  machines.  AVS  proposed  11%  commission  on  debit  cards  and  16% 
commission  on  coin  operations  and  offered  to  provide  an  additional  Microform 
reader/printer  for  the  library.  AVS's  overall  proposal  was  the  best  in  regard 
to  the  new  equipment  offered  and  the  fact  that  the  debit  cards  they  propose  for 
use  are  rechargeable.   CDT's  debit  cards  are  not  rechargeable. 

None  of  the  above  bidders  is  woman  or  minority  owned.

The  Information  Technology  Services  Department  (ITS)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  has  an  operating  budget  of  over  $3  million  and  has 
been  without  a  permanent  Director  for  over  five  years.  The  position  of  Chief 
Information  Officer  is  currently  being  advertised  and  the  position  is  expected 
to  be  filled  in  the  next  several  months.  The  District  is  in  the  middle  of  a 
major  upgrade  of  its  current  information  management  systems.  The  project  began 
with  retaining  of  Detrick  Consulting  to  make  a  report  of  the  District's  computing 
needs  and  recommendations  as  how  best  to  meet  those  needs.  The  implementation 
of  the  recommendations  in  the  Detrick  Report  of  April  1991  has  resulted  in  the 
purchase  of  new  computer  hardware,  network,  new  software  and  reengineering  of 
existing  administrative  software  during  the  past  year.  In  addition  to  installing 
and  testing  the  new  computer  hardware  and  network,  the  Information  Technology 
Services  staff,  working  with  staff  in  the  District  Business  Office,  are 
installing  a  new  Finance  system  and  they  are  also  testing  reengineered  software 
for  the  District's  student  information  system  with  the  Admissions  Office  and  the 
Office  of  Instruction.  As  the  success  of  these  projects  is  crucial  to  the 
overall  operations  of  the  District,  continuity  in  the  management  of  this 
information  system  upgrade  is  a  necessity  at  this  time.  For  the  sake  of 
continued  successful  implementation  of  the  information  system  upgrade,  and  in 
order  to  allow  for  a  transition  period  for  the  new  Chief  Information  Officer,  it 
is  important  to  retain  the  services  of  Detrick  Consulting  for  an  additional  six 
months.  At  the  end  of  that  period,  the  software  reengineering  project,  the 
installation  of  the  new  hardware  and  the  network,  as  well  as  the  implementation 
the  Finance  system  would  be  completed.

The  second  phase,  if  the  District  decides  to  implement  any  of  the 
projects,  is  to  participate  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Program  of  the 
State's  General  Services  program  for  energy  conservation.   This 
resolution  is  primarily  concerned  at  this  time  with  the  first 
phase,  conducting  the  study  to  determine  cost-effective  energy 
projects  at  City  College. 

The  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  General  Services 
indicates  that  the  study  could  lead  to  energy  service  contracts 
with  the  State  that  could  be  paid  from  loan  proceeds  from  the 
States  Revenue  Bond  Program.   The  District,  however,  is  not 
obligated  to  participate  in  the  program. 

The  City  and  County  of  Francisco's  Bureau  of  Energy- 
Conservation,  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  has  provided  a 
letter  to  City  College  indicating  its  support  of  the  College's 
participation  in  the  State  Office  of  Energy  Assessment's 
Efficiency  Revenue  Bond  Program.   The  support  of  the  Bureau  as 
stated  by  John  Deakin,  Director  of  PUC,  is  as  follows:   "This

The  most  prominent  of  these  requests  is  $620,000  in  Spring  hourly 
instructional  costs,  including  $100,000  for  Saturday  classes,  to  maintain  the 
same  class  schedule  as  offered  during  the  Fall  semester.  The  remaining  $80,000 
includes  about  $43,000  for  hourly  librarians  and  $25,000  for  hourly 
counselors . 

Classified  staffing  needs  include  $41,500  for  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  staffing,  various  calendar  changes,  and  a  replacement  for  the  Head 
Accountant  who  is  working  on  the  MIS  Project. 

Non-personnel  needs  include  $104,500  for  equipment,  $75,000  for 
judgment  &  claims/legal  fees,  $20,000  for  master  planning  and  $2,300  for 
supplies . 

The  Budget  and  Planning  Committee  has  reviewed  these 
requests  and  recommended  to  the  Chancellor  that  the  these  items  be  funded  from 
the  revenues  identified  in  Resolution  No.  931216-B14.

AMENDMENT  TO  THE  DISTRICT/AFT  LOCAL  2121 

COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  AGREEMENT 

OF  JULY  1.  1992.  THROUGH  JUNE  30.  1994 


Pursuant  to  legal  reopeners  and  completed  collective  bargaining  negotiations,  the  parties 
agree  to  the  following  amendment  to  the  District/AFT  Local  2121  collective  bargaining 
agreement. 


ARTICLE  17.C.10  -  VOLUNTARY  SICK  LEAVE  BANK 

1  10.  A  pool  may  be  established  and  maintained  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  accrued 

2  sick  leave  days/hours  by  faculty.    The  pool  will  be  known  as  the  Voluntary  Sick 

3  Leave  Bank  and  shall  be  administered  according  to  the  provisions  below. 
4 

5  10.1    Contributions  -  The  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  may  call  for  contributions  at  the 

6  beginning  of  any  academic  year  in  which  the  balance  is  less  than  one  hundred 

7  (100)  days.  Additional  calls  for  contributions  may  be  accepted  whenever  the 

8  balance  is  less  than  the  current  demands  upon  the  bank.  Contributions  may 

9  also  be  accepted  from  new  faculty  whose  initial  hire  date  falls  between  calls  for 
i  10  contributions. 

'11 

12  10.1.1      Full-time  Faculty  -  Full-time  faculty  may  voluntarily  contribute  from 

13  their  accrued  sick  leave  one  (1)  day  per  call  for  contributions. 
14 

15  10.1.2      Part-time  Faculty  -  Part-time  faculty  may  voluntarily  contribute  from 

16  their  accrued  sick  leave  one  (1)  hour  per  call  for  contributions. 
17 

18  10.1.3      Effect  of  Contribution  -  Contributors  shall  be  treated  as  if  no  right  to 

19  the  contribution  had  ever  accrued.    Under  no  circumstances  shall 

20  contributed  time  be  retrievable. 
21 

22  10.2    Eligibility 
23 

24  10.2.1      Current  Contributors  -  Only  current  contributors  to  the  Voluntary  Sick 

25  Leave  Bank  shall  be  eligible  for  benefits.   Current  contributors  shall 

26  be  defined  as  any  of  the  following:     (1)  faculty  members  who 

27  contributed  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year;   (2)  faculty 

28  members  who  contributed  to  the  most  recent  call  for  contributions; 

29  or  (3)  faculty  members  hired  between  calls  for  contributions,  who 

30  contribute  at  the  time  of  hire. 
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ARTICLE  17.C.10    VOLUNTARY  SICK  LEAVE  BANK  Page  2 

1  10.2.2      Other  Paid  Leave  Accounts  -  No  faculty  member  will  be  eligible  for 

2  benefits  from  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  until  all  other  available 

3  paid  leave  accounts  under  the  District/AFT  Contract  have  been 

4  exhausted. 
5 

6  10.2.3      Catastrophic  or  Life-Threatening  Injury  or  Illness  -  Benefits  will  be 

7  available  from  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  only  in  the  event  of  a 

8  catastrophic  or  life-threatening  illness,  as  defined  below. 
9 

10  10.2.3.1      Catastrophic  Injury  or  Illness  -  A  catastrophic  illness  or 

11  injury  is  one  which  is  expected  to  create  a  financial 

12  hardship  and  one  which  the  employee's  physician  has 

13  certified  is  expected  to  incapacitate  the  employee  for  an 

14  extended  period  of  time. 
15 

16  10.2.3.2      Life-Threatening  Injury  or  Illness  -     A  life  threatening 

17  illness  or  injury  is  one  which  is  expected  to  create  a 

18  financial    hardship    and    one    which    the    employee's 

19  physician  has  certified  poses  an  imminent  threat  to  the 

20  employee. 
21 

22  10.3    Benefits 

23 

24  10.3.1      Full-Time  Faculty  -  The  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  may  contribute  up 

25  to  100  days  of  half-pay  sick  leave,  which  leave  shall  coincide  with  the 

26  District's  provision  of  100  days  of  half-pay  sick  leave  pursuant  to 

27  Article  17.C.4  -  Partially  Paid  Sick  Leave. 
28 

29  10.3.2      Part-Time  Faculty  -  The  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  may  contribute 

30  up  to  100  days  of  sick  leave,  at  the  rate  of  the  faculty  member's 

31  current  load,  which  leave  shall  terminate  at  the  end  of  the  semester 

32  in  which  it  begins. 
33 

34  10.3.3      Limitation  on  Use  -  No  faculty  member  may  receive  benefits  from  the 

35  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  more  than  two  times  in  his/her  lifetime. 
36 

37  10.3.4      Extraordinary  Benefits 
38 

39  10.3.4.1      The  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  Committee  may,  in  its 

40  discretion,  make  a  finding  that  in  a  particular  case  there 

41  are  exceptional  circumstances  which  would  make  it 

42  desirable  to  provide  an  extraordinary  benefit  to  a  faculty 
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1  member.   Such  a  finding  shall  be  made  by  majority  vote 

2  of  the  Committee.      In  such   exceptional  cases  the 

3  Committee  may  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 

4  that  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  contribute  up  to  25 

5  full  days  to  the  faculty  member,  to  commence  after  the 

6  faculty  member  has  exhausted  the  half-pay  sick  days 

7  which  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  contributed  to 

8  him/her.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  special  committee  to 

9  consider  such  recommendations.    The  Board's  special 

10  committee,  in  its  sole  discretion,  may  approve  or  reject 

11  the    Committee's    recommendation    for    extraordinary 

1 2  benefits. 
13 

14  10.3.4.2      A  decision  by  the  Board's  special  committee  to  reject  the 

15  Committee's  recommendation  for  extraordinary  benefits 

16  shall  not  affect  the  faculty  member's  eligibility  to  receive 

17  other  benefits  under  this  Article. 
18 

19  10.3.4.3      No  faculty  member  may  receive  extraordinary  benefits 

20  from  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  more  than  one  time 

21  in  his/her  lifetime. 
22 

10.3.5  Effect  of  Receiving  Benefits  -  Benefit  recipients  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  any  state  and  federal  taxes  on  the  donated  time. 
Such  taxes  shall  be  withheld  at  the  normal  rate  for  the  recipient 
employee.  In  the  event  that  the  state  or  federal  governments  rule 
that  a  tax  liability  is  due  other  than  as  taxed,  the  recipient  shall  be 
solely  liable  for  such  liabilities. 

10.4    Procedures 

10.4.1  Applications  -  Applications  for  benefits  shall  be  submitted  in  a  sealed 
envelope  to:  the  Director  of  Human  Resources.  Such  applications 
shall  be  referred  to  a  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  Committee  of  two 
(2)  District  and  two  (2)  Union  representatives.  This  Committee  shall 
administer  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank,  and  its  decisions 
regarding  the  administration  of  the  Bank  shall  be  by  majority  vote. 
This  Committee  shall  also  make  recommendations,  by  majority  vote, 
of  the  number  of  sick  leave  days/hours  to  be  made  available  to 
persons  who  apply  for  them.  In  the  event  of  a  deadlock,  the 
Committee  shall  jointly  select  a  person  to  cast  the  deciding  vote. 
The  Board's  special  committee,  at  its  sole  discretion,  may  accept  or 
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1  reject  such  recommendations  of  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank 

2  Committee. 
3 

4  10.4.2      Physician  Certification  -  Applicants  for  benefits  must  submit  a 

5  physician's  certification  that  a  catastrophic  or  life  threatening  injury 

6  or  illness  exists.    At  its  discretion  and  expense,  the  District  may 

7  require  that  applicants  submit  to  examination  by  a  second  physician 

8  for  confirmation. 
9 

10  10.4.3      The  decision  of  the  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  Committee  and  of  the 

1 1  Board's  special  committee  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  grievance  and 

12  arbitration  provisions  of  this  agreement. 
13 

14  10.5    Trial  Program  -  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  is  a  trial  program.    After  the 

15  program  has  been  in  effect  for  one  (1)  year,  the  parties  will  meet  to  review  the 

16  status  of  the  program  and  to  discuss  whether  it  should  be  continued,  modified 

17  or  discontinued.  This  meeting  will  be  held  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the 

18  one-year  anniversary  of  the  program,  but  in  no  event  more  than  four  (4)  weeks 

19  after  that  date.   Following  this  meeting,  either  party  may  elect  to  discontinue 

20  the  program  effective  upon  written  notice  to  the  other  party.  In  the  event  that 

21  the  program  is  discontinued,  any  donated  sick  leave  which  remains  in  the 

22  Voluntary  Sick  Leave  Bank  shall  be  available  according  to  the  foregoing  terms 

23  until  it  is  exhausted.

Degree  for  Design  Firm  Management 

President  and  Members: 

Since  the  State  requires  district  approval  for 
educational  degree  curriculum  we  are  submitting  for  your  approval 
this  educational  degree  curriculum  before  sending  it  to  the  State. 

The   Associate   in   Science   Degree   for   Design   Firm 
Management  is  a  61  unit  course  of  study,  which  includes  college 
required  general  education  courses,  that  will  prepare  a  student 
for  non-technical  office  support  in  the  administration  of  an 
architectural  or  design  related  office. 

The  graduate  with  this  degree  should  be  able  to  perform 
various  office  support  tasks  for  Architects,  Landscape  Architects, 
City  Planners,  Engineers,  Interior  Design  Firms,  and  other  design 
related  firms. 

We  refer  to  a  survey  conducted  by  Management  Design  a 
San  Francisco-based  business  consulting  firm  specializing  in  design 
firms.  In  their  1993  annual  survey  of  design  firms  a  total  of  381 
firms  responded  statewide,  185  of  those  firms  were  from  the  Bay 
Area.  These  381  firms  represent  a  total  staff  size  of  about  5500, 
2800  in  the  Bay  Area  alone.  Of  the  5500  employees,  about  1200  or 
21  percent  were  non-technical.  The  survey  categorized  non- 
technical personnel  in  three  areas:  115  were  management  (directors 
of  marketing,  administration,  finance,  and  human  resources) ,  486 
were  administrators  (office  and  marketing  managers,  bookkeepers, 
etc.),  and  593  were  classified  as  other  administrators 
(secretaries,  receptionists,  word  processors,  etc.). 

In  the  Bay  Area  over  600  employees  were  non-technical. 
Sixty-one  have  average  yearly  salaries  of  $72,500,  278  averaged 
$33,700  a  year,  and  the  remaining  300  have  average  yearly  salaries 
of  $25,800.  We  believe  our  curriculum  will  directly  benefit  people 
in  the  last  two  tiers  of  design  firm  administration.  Although 
personnel  in  the  upper  management  level  generally  require  at  least 
a  four-year  degree,  this  two  year  degree  can  certainly  provide  a 
foundation. 

The  Degree  will  be  offered  by  the  School  of  Science  and 
and  Mathematics  through  the  Architecture  Department  and  with  the 
support  of  the  Business  Department.  The  Degree  also  enjoys  the 
support  of  the  Society  of  Architectural  Administrators  (SAA) .  SAA 
is  a  national  organization  made  up  of  non-technical  office 
personnel  providing  support   for  design  professionals   in  the

building  industry.   The  San  Francisco  Chapter -of  the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  also  supports  the  efforts  of  SAA  to 
initiate  this  degree.   Support  also  comes  from  many  design  firm 
principals  who   see   the   need   for   formal   education  of   their 
personnel;  and  from  educators  in  various  schools  of  architecture 
who  see  the  lack  of  management  training  in  their  programs.   In, 
addition  SAA  and  its  supporters  are  committed  to  promoting  the 
benefits  of  this  program  through  personal  speaking  engagements 
and  through  various  publications.

President  and  Members: 

Board  Resolution  No.  93 1118 -S2  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  last  meeting  of  November  18,  1993.   This 
resolution  provides  additional  information  and  corrective 
language  as  follows : 

1.  The  beginning  date  or  the  parking  program  will  be 
Spring  1994,  not  Fall  1993. 

2.  The  updated  and  relevant  Education  Code  Section  is  E.C. 
76360  (re-numbered  from  E.C.  72247) . 

The  fees  will  be  $40  per  semester  ($20  for  financial 
aid  students) ,  $20  per  intersession,  $10  per  semester 
for  motorcycles,  and  an  optional  $1  per  day  parking  for 
late  afternoon/evening  students. 

3.  Since  the  College,  in  the  past,  did  not  benefit  from 
the  fees  collected  by  the  Associated  Students,  the 
parking  maintenance  and  related  safety  operations  were 
expenses  that  had  to  be  included  in  the  General  Fund 
Unrestricted  Budget.  The  General  Fund  Budgets  involved 
were  (1)  the  SFCCD  Police  Department  or  Public  Safety 
Budget  (2)  the  Operations  and  Maintenance  Budgets,  and 

(3)  the  Custodial  Services  Budget.   All  three  of  these 
budgets  have  been  reduced  and  can  no  longer  absorb  the 
continuing  needs  of  the  parking  program  and  related 
safety  needs . 

With  the  construction  of  the  library  and  shops,  the 
number  of  student  parking  spaces  will  be  decreased. 
The  College  needs  to  find  or  plan  for  new  parking 
spaces  (such  as,  in  the  South  Reservoir) ,  encourage 
other  means  of  student  transportation,  and  establish  a 
parking  fund  to  maintain  and  plan  for  a  parking  and 
related  safety  program.

President  and  Members: 

In  Fall  1993,  elections  for  Student  Trustee  were  held 
only  at  Phelan  Campus.   After  reviewing  the  situation,  the 
Associated  Students  (AS)  felt  that  the  Student  Trustee  should 
represent  all  campuses.   Given  the  impracticality  of  holding 
elections  at  all  campuses  and  given  the  importance  of  the  role  of 
Student  Trustee,  it  was  decided  that  a  selection  committee  would 
be  most  appropriate  to  select  the  student  trustee. 

The  Associated  Students  of  CCSF  have  authorized  the 
establishment  of  a  Student  Trustee  Selection  Committee  comprised 
of  one  student  each  from  Downtown,  Chinatown/North  Beach,  John 
O'Connell,  Mission,  John  Adams,  Southeast,  and  Alemany  Campus  and 
four  students  from  Phelan  Campus.   The  Selection  Committee  will 
be  convened  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Activities  who  will  sit  with 
the  committee  as  an  advisor  and  non-voting  member.   Guidelines 
and  a  job  description  have  been  developed  which  are  included  in  a 
separate  Special  Report  to  the  Board. 

The  next  Student  Trustee  will  be  selected  by  the  AS 
Student  Trustee  Selection  Committee  during  December  1993  and 
January  1994  and  will  be  available  for  seating  by  the  Board  at 
the  January  27,  1994  Board  meeting.   His/her  term  will  end  on  May 
31,  1994.   In  April/May  1994,  a  new  Student  Trustee  will  be 
selected  whose  term  will  be  June  1,  1994  through  May  31,  1995  and 
this  timeline  will  be  followed  from  that  date  forward. 

California  Education  Code  §  72023.5  states  that  the 
Student  Trustee  can  receive  compensation,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  governing  board.   A  recent  survey  of  other  community  colleges 
in  California,  including  Peralta,  Foothill/DeAnza,  Los  Angeles, 
and  San  Diego,  indicated  that  the  Boards  of  each  college 
compensate  their  Student  Trustee  at  a  minimum  of  $200  a  month 
plus  additional  monies  for  travel  and  conferences. 

The  position  of  Student  Trustee  for  SFCCD  is  a  highly 
responsible  and  time  consuming  position.    The  student  must 
attend  all  Board  meetings,  attend  at  least  2  AS  council  meetings 
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a  month  at  Phelan  Campus  and  one  AS  council  meeting  a  semester  at 
each  of  the  other  7  campuses;  keep  regular  posted  office  hours; 
present  and  distribute  to  the  AS  a  written  report  summarizing  the 
activities  of  each  Board  meeting;  and  present  to  the  AS 
discussion  papers  stating  both  pros  and  cons  of  issues  of 
relevance  to  students. 

The  proposed  $600  for  travel  and  conference  would 
include  transportation  costs  of  traveling  amongst  the  campuses 
and  registration  fees/travel/lodging  at  appropriate  student 
leadership  conferences  throughout  the  state. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Board  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the

Amending  Evaluation  Procedures 
for  Administrators 

President  and  Members: 

On  March  30, 1992,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  adopted  administrative  evaluation  procedures 
by  adopting  Resolution  No.  920330-S2.  These  procedures  were  subsequently 
amended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  October  22,  1992  via  resolution 
921022-S3. 

This  resolution  would  further  amend  the  Districts  evaluation 
procedures  for  administrators  as  specified  in  Appendix  A,  "Revised 
Administrative  Evaluation  Procedures".  Specifically,  evaluation  committees 
would  be  reduced  in  size  from  nine  to  four,  with  the  immediate  supervisor 
of  the  evaluatee  generally  serving  as  the  chair  of  the  committee.  The 
remaining  members  of  each  committee  would  always  include  at  least  one 
representative  each  from  the  faculty  and  classified  segments  of  the  District 
community,  with  the  fourth  member  specified  in  Attachment  A.  in  addition, 
while  evaluation  committees  could  continue  to  collect  information 
confidentially,  only  information  that  is  independently  verified  by  the 
committee  could  become  part  of  an  administrator's  formal  evaluation.  This 
is  a  change  from  current  practice  and  would  mean  that  unverified 
anonymous  comments  could  not  be  included  in  an  administrator's  formal 
evaluation.. 

This  resolution  also  provides  an  opportunity  for  the  Chancellor 
to  review  drafts  of  evaluations,  at  which  point  the  Chancellor  could  direct 
the  evaluation  committee  to  conduct  additional  work.  This  role  would  be 
performed  by  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees'  Personnel  committee  for 
those  positions  that  report  directly  to  the  Chancellor,  in  addition,  this 
resolution  would  require  the  immediate  supervisor  of  a  new  administrator 
to  conduct  a  one-to-one  evaluation  conference  with  the  new  administrator, 
six  months  after  the  new  administrator  starts  work.  Finally,  this  resolution 
also  provides  for  multi-year  appointments  for  administrators  who  receive 
satisfactory  evaluations,  Specifically,  a  new  administrator  would  still  receive 
a  one  year  appointment,  but  if  that  administrator  received  a  satisfactory 
evaluation  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  he  or  she  would  then  receive  a  two- 
year  appointment,  if  the  administrator's  next  evaluation  is  also  satisfactory, 
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he  or  she  would  then   receive  a  three-year  appointment.     Current 
procedures  related  to  unsatisfactory  evaluations  would  not  change. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:  That  effective  immediately,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  hereby 
amends  the  District's  Administrative  Evaluation  Procedures  by 
adopting  Appendix  A  and  Attachment  A  as  the  "Revised 
Administrative  Evaluation  Procedures".

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APPENDIX  A 
REVISED  ADMINISTRATIVE  EVALUATION  PROCEDURES 

The  purposes  of  an  administrative  evaluation  are: 

1)  to  give  accurate  feedback  to  an  administrator  regarding 
his/her  job  performance 

2)  to  document  an  administrator's  accomplishments  during  the 
period  under  review 

3)  to  identify  ways  that  an  administrator  can  improve  his/her  job 
performance  and  thereby  better  serve  all  segments  of  the  District 
community. 

To  the  maximum  extent  possible  the  administrator's  job  performance 
should  be  evaluated  against  the  evaluation  should  be  baaed  on  the 
administrator's  specified  job  description.  Whenever  an 
administrator  receives  his/her  initial  unsatisfactory  evaluation, 
specific  recommendations  for  improvement  will  be  given  to  the 
evaluatee.  The  evaluatee's  direct  supervisor  will  meet  with  the 
evaluatee  to  facilitate  implementation  of  the  specific 
recommendations  for  improvement. 

Exempt  administrators  are  not  subject  to  these  procedures. 


A.   ADMINISTRATIVE  EVALUATION  SCHEDULE  FOR  PERSONS  WHO  HAVE  BEEN 
ADMINISTRATORS  LONGER  THAN  THREE  YEARS 

1.  Shall  be  evaluated  at  least  once  in  every  three  academic 
years.  Additional  evaluation  shall  be  pursuant  to  E.2,  below. 

2 .  Shall  be  notified  of  evaluation  no  later  than  the  end  of 
the  third  week  of  the  semester  in  which  they  are  to  be 
evaluated,  other  than  as  provided  in  E.2,  below. 

3.  Evaluatee  shall  be  evaluated  by: 

3 . 1  Evaluation  Panel 

3.1.1  The  Evaluation  Panel  shall  generally  consist 
be  composed  of  three  four  members,  including  the 
evaluatee's  immediate  supervisor,  or  the 
supervisor's  designee,  and  six  one  faculty  member 
and  one  classified  employee.  The  full  composition 
of  each  individual  evaluation  panel  is  specified  in 
Attachment  A.  The  Chancellor  may  only  make  changes 
in  the  composition  of  an  individual  committee  after 
consulting  with  the  Academic  Senate  and  the  College 
chapter  of  UPE  790  about  such  a  change,  as 
enumerated — in — Appendix — A.   The  panel  shall  be 
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chaired  by  the  evaluatee's  immediate  supervisor,  or 
when  extenuating  circumstances  exist,  the 
supervisor's  designee.  The  committee  chair  is 
responsible  for  convening  the  committee  and  for 
coordinating  the  work  of  the  committee.  On  those 
occasions  when  the  panel  casts  a  split  vote  of  two 
vs.  two,  such  deadlocks  shall  be  reported  in  a 
separate  memo  to  the  reviewer  described  in  section 
3.1.15.  The  memo  shall  always  include  the 
recommendation  of  the  chair  of  the  panel.  The  memo 
shall  also  always  include  the  alternative  viewpoint 
as  written  by  its  proponents.  Every  effort  shall 
be  made  to  select  evaluators  who  have —  are 
familiar-irfey  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
the  person  being  evaluated  In  the  event  that  a 
member  of  the  panel  cannot  complete  the  process, 
the  Director  of  Human  Resources  shall  find  an 
administrative,  faculty,  or  classified  replacement 
as  determined  by  the  vacancy.  If  either  the 
Academic  Senate  or  the  College  chapter  of  UPE  790 
cannot  provide  a  volunteer  for  the  panel  at  any 
time  during  the  evaluation  process,  if  there  is 
mutual  consent  these  two  groups  may  be  considered 
as  substitutes  for  each  other  for  the  purpose  of 
filling  the  vacancy  on  the  panel  in  question. 

3.1.2  Evaluations  shall  be  coordinated  by  the 

Chief Personnel Officer   Director   of   Human 

Resources,  who  shall  hereafter  be  referred  to  as 
the  evaluation  coordinator.  The  sole  exception  to 
this  is  the  evaluation  of  the  Director  of  Human 
Resources,  which  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Vice 
Chancellor  of  Administration  and  Finance. 

3.1.3  The  Chancellor,  the  Vice  Chancellor  for 
Administration  and  Finance,  or  the  Provost,  will 
appoint  a  second  administrator  to  an  evaluation 
whenever  a  second  administrator  is  specified  in 
Attachment  A.  The — Chief — Personnel — Officer — ^er 
designee)  will  name  the  immediate  supervisor  of  the 

evnluatee and two — ether — administrators — as — peer 

evaluators. No   person   who   has   been   an 

administrator  for  less  than  one  years-  may  serve  as 
a  peer  evaluator  for  another  administrator.  If  the 
immediate  supervisor  has  served  less  that  one  year 
as  an  administrator  with  the  District  then  the 
Director  of  Human  Resources  shall  assign  a 
different  administrator  to  lead  the  evaluation. 
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3.1.4  Faculty  evaluators  will  be  selected  by  the 
Academic  Senate.  Administrators  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Chancellor. 

3.1.5  The  Chief — Personnel — Officer  Director  of 
Human  Resources  or  designee  shall  establish  a  panel 
of  classified  volunteers,  in  consultation  with  the 
College  chapter  of  UPE  790,  which  Union  shall  have 
right  of  approval  of  the  panel. 

3.1.6  Whenever  possible,  the  evaluation  panels 

sh  ou  1  d include members e-f historically 

under  represented  groups,  represent  the  diversity 
of  California  and  be  sensitive  to  affirmative 
action  concerns. 

3.1.7  The  Chief  Personnel  Officer  The  Director  of 
Human  Resources  or  designee  shall  notify  the 
evaluatee  of  the  initially  selected  team  members. 
The  evaluatee  shall  have  the  right  to  disqualify, 
without  stating  cause,  one — (-1-) — each  from  among  the 
three  groups  of  evaluators,  any  two  members  of  the 
evaluation  panel,  with  the  exception  of  the 
immediate  supervisor.  Disqualifications  shall  be 
in  writing  and  shall  be  made  within  three  (3) 
working  days,  and  thereafter  shall  be  destroyed. 
Disqualifications  shall  not  alter  the  composition 
of  the  evaluation  panel  as  originally  constituted. 


3.1.8  Neither  the  initially-selected  evaluators 
nor  the  evaluators  finally  selected  shall  be 
notified  that  any  challenge  has  been  made;  none 
shall  be  notified  of  their  selection  until  all 
disqualifications  and  replacements  have  been 
finalized  by  the  Chief  Personnel  Officer  Director 
of  Human  Resources.  The  Academic  Senate  and  UPE 
79  0  shall  not  place  anyone  who  wishes  to  serve  on 
an  evaluation  panel  on  the  nominating  committee  for 
that  panel.  If  there  are  not  sufficient  volunteers 
for  specific  categories  as  suggested  in  Attachment 
A,  nominating  committees  may  go  beyond  the 
suggested  categories  in  selecting  evaluators. 


3.1.9  No  administrator  or  faculty  member  may  serve 
as  an  evaluator  for  an  administrator  and  also  be 
evaluated  by  that  administrator  in  the  same  year.  * 

3 . 1. 10 — The  immediate  supervisor  3hall  convene  the 
committee, — and  then  the  committee  shall  elect  its 
own  chair. 
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3.1.11  a.  The  evaluators  shall  conduct  formal 
worksite  visitation (s)  which  shall  include  where 
appropriate  interviews  with  faculty,  classified 
staff,  and  students  as  selected  by  the  members  of 
the  evaluation  panel.  Furthermore,  the  Director  of 
Human  Resources  shall  ensure  that  a  list  of  all 
administrators  who  are  to  be  evaluated  is  published 
in  City  Currents  at  the  start  of  the  evaluation 
process.  This  list  shall  also  include  information 
on  how  any  member  of  the  District  community  may 
provide  input  for  a  particular  evaluation.  Finally, 
the  information  presented  in  City  Currents  shall 
specifically  state  that  negative  comments  about  an 
administrator  will  not  result  in  retaliatory 
actions,  and  that  the  Chancellor,  or  his  designee 
shall  ensure  enforcement  of  this  provision. 

3.1.11  b.  Evaluators  shall  also  request  a  list 
of  suggested  interviewees  from  the  evaluatee. 
Evaluators  shall  not  rely  solely  on  the  comments 
made  by  interviewees  during  confidential 
discussions.  Evaluators  shall  make  every 
reasonable  effort  to  independently  verify  such 
statements.  Comments  that  cannot  be  independently 
verified  shall  not  become  part  of  the  formal 
evaluation.  The  Team  Chair  shall  coordinate,  with 
the  evaluatee,  appointments  for  the  formal 
evaluation  visitation (s)  at  least  one  (1)  week  in 
advance .  The — evaluatee — may — decide — whether — the 
visitations — shall — be — with — the — entire — evaluation 
panel, — in  groups  of  two  or  three, — or  individually 
(but — he/she — must — meet — with — aii — members — &€ — the 
panel) ♦  Within  two  (2)  working  days  after  each 
formal  work  site  visitation  the  evaluatee  shall 
have  the  option  of  having  the  evaluator(s)  repeat 
the  work  site  visitation (s)  .  In  addition  to  the 
site  visitation (s) ,  the  evaluation  team  shall  also 
interview  the  evaluatee. 

3.1.11  c.  All  interviews  shall  be  conducted  with 
at  least  two  members  of  the  evaluation  panel 
present.  All  four  members  of  the  evaluation  panel 
shall  be  present  for  any  meeting  conducted  with  the 
evaluatee. 


3.1.12  Evaluatees  shall  submit  to  the  Chair  of  the 
Evaluation  Team  upon  request  three  or  more 
representative  documents  or  products  which 
demonstrate  competency  in  carrying  out  the 
responsibilities  of  the  given  assignment. 
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3.1.13  In  considering  the  evaluatee's  performance 
on  the  formal  evaluation,  the  Team  shall  take  into 
account  the  resources  available  to  the  evaluatee 
such  as  clerical  and  other  support  and  the 
evaluatee's  workload. 

3.1.14  All  formal  evaluations  shall  be  completed 
on  the  agreed  upon  forms  included — i-n — Appendix — B 
developed  by  the  evaluation  coordinator,  in 
consultation  with  representatives  of  the  Academic 
Senate  and  UPE  790. 


3.1.15  The  evaluation  panel  shall  meet  with  the 
evaluatee  prior  to  completing  the  evaluation 
document,  but  after  conducting  most  of  its 
fieldwork.  At  this  meeting  the  evaluation  panel 
shall  present  its  tentative  findings  to  the 
evaluatee.  Within  four  (4)  weeks  of  completion  of 
the  formal  site  visitation (s) ,  the  Team  Chair  and 
at  least  one  of  the  other  evaluators,  who  is  not  an 
administrator,  shall  present  the  evaluation  report 
to  the  Chancellor  (or  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  Personnel  Committee  if  the  Chancellor  is 
the  immediate  supervisor  of  the  evaluatee)  for 
his/her  review.  At  that  time  The  Chancellor  (or 
the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Personnel 
Committee  if  the  Chancellor  is  the  immediate 
supervisor  of  the  evaluatee)  may  either  direct  the 
evaluation  team  to  present  the  report  to  the 
evaluatee  or  to  conduct  additional  evaluation 
activities.  In  those  instances  in  which  two  vs.  two 
deadlocks  are  reported,  the  Chancellor  (or  the 
Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Personnel  Committee 
if  the  Chancellor  is  the  immediate  supervisor  of 
the  evaluatee)  may  choose  to  accept  the 
recommendation  of  the  chair  of  the  evaluation 
panel,  accept  the  alternative  viewpoint  as 
presented  by  its  proponents,  or  choose  not  to 
accept  the  deadlock  and  require  the  evaluation 
panel  to  conduct  additional  evaluation  activities. 
If  the  deadlock  is  specific  to  a  component  of  the 
evaluation  but  not  the  overall  evaluation,  the 
Chancellor  (or  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Personnel  Committee  if  the  Chancellor  is  the 
immediate  supervisor  of  the  evaluatee)  may  choose 
to  simply  accept  the  deadlock.  After  receiving  the 
Chancellor's  (or  the  Chair  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Personnel  Committee  if  the  Chancellor  is  the 
immediate  supervisor  of  the  evaluatee)  approval, 
the  evaluation  team  will  present  the  evaluation 
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report  to  the  evaluatee  at — a — in  a  face-to-face 
conference,  at  which — it — is — fully — discussed.  The 
evaluatee,  upon  receiving  the  evaluation  report 
form,  shall  sign/ initial  the  report  within  three 
working  days,  to  indicate  that  he/she  has  received 
it  and  that  a  conference  was  held.  If  the 
evaluatee  refuses  to  sign  the  report,  the  Team 
Chair  shall  so  indicate  and  sign  his/her  own  name. 


3.1.16  The  evaluatee  may  file  a  response  to  the 
evaluation  report.  If  the  evaluatee  chooses  to 
file  a  response,  it  must  be  filed  within  one  week 
after  receipt  of  the  report.  This  response  shall 
be  attached  to  the  report  and  placed  in  the 
evaluatee' s  personnel  file. 


3.1.17  The  Evaluation  Team  shall  recommend  either 
Satisfactory /retention,  Unsatisfactory /re- 
evaluation,  retention, — re  evaluation,  or,  in  the 
case  of  a  second  consecutive  unsatisfactory 
evaluation,  termination  of  administrative 
assignment.  In  addition,  in  the  event  an 
administrator  receives  a  third 
unsatisfactory/reevaluation,  regardless  of  whether 
any  two  of  these  are  consecutive,  either  the 
evaluation  panel  or  the  Chancellor  may  recommend 
termination  of  the  administrator's  administrative 
assignment.  Re-evaluation  shall  follow  the 
procedures  outlined  in  section  E  below. 


B.   SECOND  AND  THIRD-YEAR  ADMINISTRATORS 

1.  An  administrator  who  has  been  in  a  District  administrative 
position  for  one  or  two  immediate  past  complete  years  shall 
be  defined  as  a  second-  or  third-year  administrator. 


2.  The  evaluation  of  a  second-  or  third-year  administrator 
shall  follow  the  same  procedures,  use  the  same  form,  and  be 
subject  to  the  same  criteria  as  in  Section  A,  above. 

2.1  A  second-  or  third-year  administrator  shall  be 
evaluated  at  least  once  during  his/her  second  or  third 
years  of  administrative  assignment. 
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3.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  satisfactory/retention, 
subsequent  evaluations  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
Section  A  above. 

4.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory/re-evaluation, 
a  second  evaluation  shall  be  conducted,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  E.l,  below. 


C.  FIRST  YEAR  ADMINISTRATORS  -  NEW  TO  CCSF  ADMINISTRATION 

1.  An  administrator  who  is  new  as  a  CCSF  administrator  shall 
be  formally  evaluated  in  his/her  first  -6 — months  year  of 
employment  in  accordance  with  Section  A.,  above.  In  addition, 
the  immediate  supervisor  of  a  new  CCSF  administrator  shall 
independently  conduct  an  evaluation  conference  with  the  new 
CCSF  administrator  after  the  new  CCSF  administrator's  first 
six  months  of  employment  to  discuss  the  new  administrator's 
performance,  except  that  only  two  (2)  disqualifications  with 
cause  of  evaluation  team  members,  in  writing,  will  be  allowed. 

2.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  satisfactory/retention, 
subsequent  evaluations  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section  B., 
above . 

3.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory/re-evaluation, 
a  second  evaluation  shall  be  conducted,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  E.l.l  through  E.1.4  ,  below. 

D.  CONTINUING  ADMINISTRATORS  IN  NEW  ADMINISTRATIVE  POSITIONS 

1.  An  administrator  who  has  served  in  a  District 
administrator's  position  longer  than  one  year  and  who  is  in  a 

new  position  with  substantially  different  duties  and 
responsibilities  than  in  his/her  previous  administrative 
position,  or  who  has  served  in  a  District  administrator's 
position  longer  than  one  year  and  whose  position  has  been 
recreated  in  a  manner  that  has  significantly  changes  his  or 
her  duties,  shall  be  evaluated  in  his/her  first  year  in  that 
new  position  in  accordance  with  Section  A,  above. 

1.1  They  are  considered  as  first-year  administrators  for 
the  purposes  of  evaluation  only. 

2.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  satisfactory/retention, 
subsequent  evaluations  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section 
A., or  B.  as  applicable,  above. 
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3.  If  the  initial  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory/re-evaluation, 
a  second  evaluation  shall  be  conducted,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  E.l,  below. 


E.   RE-EVALUATION 

1.  Should  an  evaluation  panel  recommend  that  the 
administrator  in  question  be  re-evaluated,  the  following  will 
apply: 

1.1  A  letter  from  the  evaluation  panel  shall  be  written 
to  the  administrator  detailing  areas  that  need 
improvement,  and  the  possible  means  to  achieve  this 
improvement.  If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is 
satisfactory/retention,  this  letter  shall  be  destroyed. 
If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is  unsatisfactory,  the 
letter  shall  be  placed  in  the  evaluatee's  personnel  file. 

1.2  No  re-evaluation  shall  occur  sooner  than  ten  (10) 
weeks  after  an  initial  evaluation,  unless  mutually  agreed 
to  by  both  the  evaluatee  and  the  Chair  of  the  Evaluation 
Team.  The  evaluatee  shall  be  given  assistance  and 
suitable  time  to  demonstrate  improvement. 

1.3  The  subsequent  evaluation  shall  follow  the 
procedures  in  Section  A.  3.   (above),  except  that  Section 

1.4  (below)  shall  apply. 

1.4  Whenever  possible  the  same  panel  as  the  original 
evaluation  will  reconvene  for  subsequent  evaluations. 

1.5  Evaluatees  being  re-evaluated  may  disqualify  one 
evaluator  without  cause,  in  the  first  evaluation  under 

Section  E.l.  7 b«t — may — not — do — so — in — any — subsequent 

evaluations. 

2.  The  immediate  supervisor  may  review  the  work  of  his/her 
subordinate  administrator (s)  at  any  time.  Such  review  does 
not  constitute  an  evaluation,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
document,  except  that  the  procedures  in  E.2.1  through  E.2.4, 
below,  shall  apply: 

2.1.  If  such  review  is  unfavorable,  the  immediate 
supervisor  shall  immediately  prepare  a  detailed  letter  of 
adverse  findings,  marked  "Confidential",  and  submit  it  to 
the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee)  requesting  that  an 
immediate  evaluation  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  A. ,  above. 
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2.2  If  the  Chancellor  (or  his/her  designee)  determines 
that  no  evaluation  is  to  occur,  the  letter  and  all  copies 
shall  be  destroyed. 

2.3  If  the  Chancellor  (or  designee)  determines  that  an 
evaluation  shall  be  made,  he/she  shall  inform  the 
administrator  in  writing. 

2.4  An  evaluation  panel  will  be  formed  and  an  evaluation 
will  proceed  otherwise  according  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  A  and  section  E.l,  above. 

2.5  If  the  subsequent  evaluation  is  satisfactory,  the 
letter  shall  be  destroyed.  If  the  subsequent  evaluation 
is  unsatisfactory,  the  letter  will  be  placed  in  the 
subject  administrator's  personnel  file.

1.  The  evaluation  panel  shall  request  from  the  Director  of 
Human  Resources,  in  a  written  memo,  all  information  related  to  any 
written  complaints  filed  against  the  evaluatee  during  the  time 
period  in  question  that  have  been  substantiated.  To  the  maximum 
extent  permitted  by  law,  the  Director  of  Human  Resources  shall 
provide  the  evaluation  panel  with  all  of  the  information  the  panel 
requests. 

2.  For  those  complaints  that  have  been  substantiated,  the 
evaluation  panel  shall  determine  whether  the  evaluatee  has 
adequately  addressed  the  cause  of  the  problem,  and  shall  include 
its  findings  in  the  formal  evaluation  report.
